- A’Seoul telegrnin to the Mainiché states 
that on the night of: April 22, 1 Corcan 
mob comprising hundreds of roughs at- 
tacked tho District Offico and branch police 
atation at Neungjy, Chollado.

The bost mat is taken | 
down from the rafters and spread for your 
acceptance, and in a moment the kava 
bowl is produced and with great ceremony 
tho drink of hospitality is accorded you. 
Kava is a ptoparation from tho roots of the 
piper methesticum, 0 root, which, in 
Europe, js used for tho treatnient of 
asthma, aha it is mado with dignified 
ceremony. The woman or girl who ia 
allotted the duty of making the drink sents 
horsolf with oneleg horizontally upon the 
otherand pounds tho root (in olden‘duys eho 
chewed it) and mixes it in four or five cocon- 
nut-sholls full of water. ‘This is stirred with 
hibiscus fibro ‘and strained, ‘and ‘then’ tho 
howl is presented first to the moat 
distinguished person in tho gathering, and 
afterwards passod round, “Tho bowl itaolf 
is beautifully polished, snd the . more 
hundsomo it becomes in this respect.the 
greater docs its value ineroase. When the 
drink is ready ‘for. the, éeremony tho first 
person honoured with it pours some upon 
the fidor ns a libation to tho deity of. tho 
houso. In every: case it is presented, with 
grent und impressive ceremony, and when 
you have: parbakoil cf tho, liquid you are 
considered to bo a friend of tho. family. 
Bansnas, cooked arrowroot in cocoanut 
shells, and other foods are handed to you and 
you aro at liberty to uso the hous whilst you 
dosiro., Thoro are no hotela at Pago Pago 
‘put the houses of the people are porfeetly 
safe to sleep inj no-ono will disturb you. 
On the contrary if yon awaken from sleep 
you will find one of tho household sitting 
by you gently fanning away the predatory, 
mosquito. “The people: aro kind toa dogreo
